ice age the plain evidences of man ' 
are found. Millions of years this 
slow process went on registering it- 
self in the rockj-^Anthropology and 
archaeology show the various stages 
of man's evolution from the anthro- 
poid animal through at least a mil- 
lion years up to his present mastery 
of the world.

please page Billy Bryan and take 
him to the Field museum where the 
evidence of evolution is so over- 
whelming that even he can't deny 
it.'

Judged by averages only, the year 


1D22 was unusually mediocre. 
The 


average temperature, 47.0 was 1.8 
degrees above normal, the rainfall, 
32.04 inches was .33 inch above 
normal, the wind velocity 9.2 miles 
per hour was .8 mile below normal, 
sunshine, 2,384 hours was 1 per cent 
below normal, the humidity, 76 per- 
cent was 1 percent above normal. 


For comparison it is interesting 
'to note that the warmest year since 
1869 when the records were institu- 
ted, was 1878 with a means of 49.7, 
the coldest 1917 with a mean of 
42,0. 
The wettest year was 1881 


with 52.91 inches, the dryest 1895 
with only 13.49 inches. 


In details the year 1922 is not so 


uninteresting. 
The monthly ' mean 


temperatures were 
above normal 


every month except July and De- 
cember. May, with a mean of 63.6 
was 6 degrees above normal, and 
was the sixth warmest in 54 years. 
This unusually warm May wag one 
of the principal factors lin produc- 
ing- the bountiful crops of the past 
year. August was 
warmer 
than 


July, and the hig-hest temperature 
of the year was not reached until 
Sept. 6, when the thermometer rose 
to 97, the highest temperature on 
record for any September. 


Only once before, in 1884, was 


the highest temperature of the year 
recorded in September. 
The ther-4 


mometer reading of 86 on Oct. 5 
also broke ail October records. An- 
other factor in the successful agri- 
cultural year was the adequate r.-iin- 
fall of June and July. Jn the hitter 
month G.09 inches was measured, an 
excess of 2.10 above 
normal, but 


3.22 inches of this fell on the night 
of July 9, the third heaviest rain- 
fall ever recorded in July. 'The rain- 
fall of 1.71 inches Feb. 21 and 22 
was the heaviest ever recorded in 
that month, and will long be n>- 
rembered on account of the damage 
that it caused by freezing on trees 
and wires. 


The lowest temperature of 
t'n< 
year was 12 below zero-on Jan. 24, 
mit^on Dec. 18 the thermometer fell 
again to 11 below, the lowest tem- 
perature so far recorded this win- 
ter. 
The thermometer fell below 


Ireezmjr on 133 days, and below 


zero on 18 days. It.was-below zero 
a'.l day on one day only, Jan. 23. 
The thermometer rose above 90 on 0 
days. 


Rainfall equaling or exceeding a 


hundredth of an inch was register- 
ed on 109 days, more than an inch 
fell on 6 days. Snowfalls of a tenth 
of an inch or more occurred on 20 
days.

The autumn months were unusu- 


ally-sunny, August recording 61 per 
cent of the possible sunshine, Sept. 
69, and Sept. 68. 
November was 


unusually cloudy, recording only 26 
per cent of the possible sunshine. 
For the year as a whole there worn 
106 clear days, 104 partly cloudy 
days, and IS'i cloudy days--. Thund- 
erstorms occurred on SI days, and 
hail fell on five days. In the storm 
of the night of 
June 8 the

in smoke. 


Of storms that missed Madison 


may be mentioned, 1i-c squall of 
June 10 that devastated the north-

The 
five yards is given because it is- im- 
possible for a man to- stop dead in 
his tracks^ . The object is, that by 
superior kicking one side <an grad- 
mlly gain ground and 
eventually 


get to within scoring distance via 
the drop kick route. It is a great 
idea and makes kicking fun 
and 


nearly all players regardless of po- 
sition want to participate.

AUCUSES held at Washington last 
week are likely to upset the plans 


of the old guard in the new congress and 
unhorse Nick Lorigworth as republican 
leader and Gillett as speaker. 


The Illinois delegation, composed al- 


most entirely of "regular" republicans, 
held a caucus Saturday night at which 
Representative William J. Gi-aha'm of 
Illinois was endorsed for the republican 
leadership in .opposition to Longworth. 


This action is a direct revolt against 


President Harding- and the old guard in 
the house, for Longworth is the choice 
of both the White House and the "lame 
duck" leaders in the lower branch of 
congress, like Campbell, Mondell and 
Copley. 


It also developed today that a coalition 


of progressives from Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, Iowa and North Dakota is taking 
form, and that these republican con- 
gressmen,will foack Henry Allen Cooper 
of Wisconsin for the speaker-ship against 
Gillett. 


Graham of Illinois has an excellent 


chance of defying Longworth for the 
republican leadership. He is not a pro- 
gressive but he has shown marked inde- 
pendence on several notable occasions' 
and is opposed to the Mondell-Longworth 
element. 


Graham has stated that he belfevtd 


the progressives in the republican ranks 
should be treated fairly in the matter of 
committee assignments and in other re- 
spects.' The progressives from Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin and other states do not 
regard him as one of their own, but they 
indicated here today that they will sup- 
port him against Longwortn* who is a 
"hard-boiled" reactionary. Graham will 
get the support of many other western 
and middle western states, like Illinois, 
and is likely to confine .Longworth's 
votes to the delegations in stand-pat 
'territory like Pennsylvania and New- 
England. 


The fight of the progressives in behalf

also a fine parliamentarian and his candi- 
dacy will, attract the r.upport of many 
members from the west who are opposed 
to eastern domination but who are not 
outright progressives. 


Cooper can depend upon ten .votes 


from his own 'delegation and probably 
upon eleven, including the vote of Victor
